or guillotine trap Is one of the l***sf 
we have tried and is the more cflfec 
five if the bait used is tied to the 
tongue of the trap.

slow- 
working poison is made by mixing one 
part of barytes with eight or nim* 
parts of cornmeal and adding enough 
wetting to give a stiff dough.

of poultry or other creatures.
